This communication concerns a clerical error in the calculation of the number of claims 
and related fees presented by multiple dependent claims in Patentee's November 27, 1998 and 
December 5, 1998 Amendments in regard to the above-referenced patent. 

Within the last two months, it was brought to Patentee's attention that there may have 

been an error in the calculation of claims for payment of fees related thereto. Specifically, in a 

fee calculation chart in the transmittal letter accompanying a November 27, 1998 Amendment 

and a December 5, 1998 Amendment, the total claims presented appear to have been mistakenly
